in rape inquiry 


POLICE are questioning a 
schoolboy after a woman in 
her 70s was raped in her 
Banbury home. 

Police said the attacker 
talked his way into the 
woman’s home in Hardwick 
on Remembrance weekend

by saying he wanted to know 
more about the war. 

The teenager gained his 
victim’s trust by chatting to 
her for several minutes 


before pushing her to the 
floor and attacking her 
shortly after 9am on 
Saturday, police said. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Paul Hayles labelled it a 
“horrifying and calculated 
attack” by a suspect so 
young, and said: “I have not 
come across this type of 
circumstances before.” 

The woman is recovering 
with support from her family 
and officers. 

Police fear the youth may 
have tried other homes 
before finding a vulnerable 
target and are appealing for 
anyone who may have been 
visited by the boy to come 
forward. 

The victim 
used her Help 
The Aged panic 
alarm to call for 
help after the 
attacker had 
left. 

Mr Hayles 
said: “It is a 
calculated and 
horrifying 
attack and it is 
particularly 
unusual. 

“I think the 
question he used about 
wanting to know about the 
war could have been asked at 
any time of the year and so it 
may be a coincidence. He was 
inside her house for 
approximately 20 minutes 
and the majority of it was 
talking and gaining her 
trust.” 

The boy is described as 
white, aged between 14 and 
16. He was wearing a zip-up 
jacket and jeans slung low on 
his waist. 

Because he had seemingly 
planned his attack and is of 


such a young age, detectives 
are appealing for anyone to 
come forward if they have 
suspicions about teens who 
have previously displayed 
odd behaviour or attitudes. 

The attack has shocked 
people in Hardwick. 

John Ross, 63, who lives in 
Highlands, said: “It is a 
barbaric thing to do. Animals 
don’t behave like that.” 

Emma Elliot, 31, who also 
lives in Highlands, said: 
“There has never been 
anything like that happen 
here. I won’t be answering 
my door unless I can see who 
it is now.” 

Rev David Jackson, of St 
Francis’ 
Church on 
Highlands, 
said: “It is not 
a bad area. 
They are 
mostly decent 
folk here.” 

Mr Hayles 
said the attack 
was not being 
linked to any 
other sexual 
assaults in the 
county or 
areas 

neighbouring Banbury. 

He said: “We are working 
as expeditiously as possible 
to ensure the offender is 
caught but I would like to 
reassure people that cases 
like this are very unusual.”

Thames Valley Police said a 
14-year-old boy was arrested 
on suspicion of rape at about 
10.30pm on Monday in the 
Banbury area and is in police 
custody.

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Prison van man denies causing dog death 


A MAN at the centre of the 96-mile 
prison van fiasco walked into court 
on Monday and denied he threw a 
neighbour’s dog to its death from a 
third-storey window. 

Unemployed Oliver Thomas, of 
Middleton Road, Banbury, had been 
taken into custody when the drama 
unfolded last month. 

Despite the magistrates’ court 
building being just 60 yards away 


from the police station, a prison van 
was summoned from Southampton 
to Banbury to transport the 27-year- 
old - amid claims it would have 
infringed his "human rights” to 
walk handcuffed. 

Earlier this week, Thomas 
returned to the same Banbury 
Magistrates’ Court on unconditional 
bail and denied one charge of 
causing unnecessary suffering to a 


white Bichon Frise dog. He spoke 
only to confirm his name, date of 
birth, address and to enter a not 
guilty plea. 

The alleged incident, which 
claimed the life of the dog called 
Freddy, happened in a block of flats 
at Middleton Road, Banbury, on 
September 16. 

Thomas was ordered to return to 
the court for a trial on March 2. 


Flagship service could be run by private firm 


School meals 


face takeover 


OXFORDSHIRE’S flagship 
school meal service could be 
taken over and run by a 
private company. 

Food With Thought (FWT) 
was set up by the county 
council in 2006 to provide 
youngsters with nutritious 
food and has increased the 
uptake of school meals from 
19 per cent to 33 per cent. 

Its surplus - set to hit 
£900,000 this year - is 
reinvested in re-fitting 
school kitchens. But now the 
service, which serves up 
1.25 million meals to 
primary school children 
each year, could be sold to a 
facilities company under a 
new contract to maintain 
council buildings. 

Bidders for Oxfordshire 
County Council’s property 
and facilities contract can 
include FWT as part of the 
services they would provide. 

The council says FWT’s 
surplus is at greater risk 
than it appears, and 
privatisation could

guarantee future investment 
and improvement. 

Councillors insist a private 
contractor would have to 
meet the same nutritional 
standards, though opponents 
fear profits could be hived 
off to shareholders and the 
food would get worse. 

One headteacher said: 

“My main concern is that if 
people are trying to make a 
profit, that becomes the 
priority over nutrition and 


children’s wellbeing. We 
think a private company 
would be making money on 
behalf of schools but not 
putting it back into them.” 

Schools may consider 
doing their own catering if 
profits were no longer being 
reinvested, she warned. 

FWT support worker 
Carol Freeman said a private 
contractor could not 
improve on the service 
already being offered. 

Liberal Democrat 
councillor Jean Fooks said 


How dinners have improved 

In 2005, the Soil Association survey found fewer pupils in 
Oxfordshire ate school dinners than anywhere else in 
England. Just 50p per meal was spent on ingredients. 

Food With Thought was launched in 2006, binning 
turkey twizzlers and chicken nuggets and replacing them 
with freshly cooked, balanced lunches. 

A third of pupils now eat school dinners, with 60 per 
cent choosing them at some schools. 

Prime Minister David Cameron praised the service’s 
meals when he tucked into a school dinner at Holy Trinity 
Catholic School, Chipping Norton, in November 2009.

FWT’s business plan showed 
targets to improve take-up to 
50 per cent over three years 
and suggested expanding the 
service to secondary schools 
and neighbouring counties. 

“It is a very well-run 
business,” she said. 

But the county council 
said £500,000 of the £900,000 
surplus came from a 
Government grant, set up 
after Jamie Oliver exposed 
the shocking quality of 
many school dinners in 2005. 

The money is not 
guaranteed into the future, 
while much of the remaining 
£400,000 surplus relies on a 
high take-up in a handful of 
big schools. Schools are free 
to pull out of the service, 
which the council fears 
could put the surplus at risk. 

The councillor responsible 
for school improvement, 
Melinda Tilley, insisted no 
decision had been taken. 

She said: “Whatever 
happens, we have got to keep 
the service as it is.”

CAMPAIGNERS against 
the proposed high-speed 
railway scheme HS2 have 
welcomed a warning to 
MPs to stop labelling them 
as “Nimbys”. 

In a report, the 
Commons Transport 
Committee agreed there 
was a good case for the 
£34bn rail link between 
London Euston and 
Birmingham but also set 
out recommendations on 
high-speed rail. 

They included: “The 
Government should desist 
from disparaging 
opponents of high-speed 
rail as Nimbys.

Commons Transport 


Committee chairman 
Louise Ellman admitted 
the proposal could have a 
“substantial negative 
impact on the countryside, 
communities and people 
along the route”. 

But she said: “A high¬ 
speed line offers potential 
economic and strategic 
benefits, which a 
conventional line does not, 
including a dramatic 
improvement in 
connectivity between our 
major cities, Heathrow 
and other airports, and the 
rest of Europe. 

“High-speed rail may be 
a catalyst for economic 
growth, helping to 
rebalance the economy 
and bridge the north-south 
divide. 

“But the Government 
must do more to promote 
local and regional growth 
strategies.”

“It’s making it easier 
for businesses to grow 
and ensure regulation is 
delivered better.” 

Each local council 
would still have the 
same powers to enforce 
laws or make checks.

Thief jailed for a year 
after stealing several 
spare tyres from cars 


A MAN who stole spare wheels 
from cars around Banbury has 
been sentenced to a year in 
prison. 

Joseph Heaney, 25, of 
Broughton Road, Leicester, 
admitted eight counts of theft 
from a motor vehicle and one 
count of going equipped for 
theft. 

Between November 4 and 
November 7 he was 
responsible for a spate of 
thefts, stealing spare wheels 
from eight parked vehicles 
around the town. 

Just after 9.30pm on 
Monday, November 7, police 
were called to reports of a 
wheel being stolen in Farmfield 
Road. 

The caller told police the 
thief was driving a silver Ford 
Mondeo. 

An off-duty police officer 
saw the vehicle and alerted 
others, who stopped the car 
on Stroud Close and arrested 
Heaney. 

A Ford Transit van owned by 
him was also recovered, and 
found to contain 15 wheels. 

At Banbury Magistrates’ 


Court, Heaney was sentenced 
to 12 months in prison and a 
destruction order was given for 
the Mondeo and Transit. 

Richie Iwanoff, from 
Cherwell CID, said: “I would 
like to thank the person who 
alerted us on Monday evening, 
which has led to this 
conviction such a short time 
later. 

“Heaney offered no 
comment in all his interviews, 
which shows to me his 
disregard for the property he 
stole and his victims.” 

Cherwell local police area 
commander Superintendent 
Andy Boyd said: “This 
sentence reflects the severity 
of Heaney’s offending. 

“It sends the message that 
we, along with the courts, will 
not tolerate these crimes and, 
by having the vehicles 
destroyed, it will disrupt him 
and his criminal associates.

Mother and father tell of ‘beautiful son’ 

Parents’ tribute 


to crash victim

THE parents of a 25-year-old, 
who was killed ten days ago in a 
car accident, along with another 
woman, have paid tribute to their 
“beautiful son”. 

Julia Miles and Tony King said 
their son, Cullum Miles, was 
looking to start a family with 
partner Zowie Taylor before he 
died on Sunday, November 6. 

The Kings Sutton resident was 
killed when the blue Vauxhall 
Astra he was driving left 
Broughton Road in Banbury. 

Back-seat passenger Stacey 
Westwood, 20, was also killed. 

The car wreck was discovered 
by a jogger at 8am. 

Both Mr Miles, a self-employed 
painter and decorator, and his 
friend Miss Westwood had 
attended Banbury School. 

In a statement, his parents 
said: “He had everything to live 
for and was looking forward to 
starting a family with his 
partner, Zowie. 

“He was well loved by all who 
knew him. 

“His passion was football and 
Manchester United and he was a 
lover of all sports. 

“Our thoughts are also with 
Stacey’s family. It was such a 
terrible tragedy for all involved.” 

The car was travelling towards 
Bloxham and crashed before the 
turn for North Newington. 

The date of funeral services for 



the victims have been announced. 

The funeral of Mr Miles will be 
held at St Mary’s Church, in 
Horsefair, Banbury, tomorrow, at 
11am. 

A service for Miss Westwood 
will be held at the church at 2pm 
on Friday, November 25. 

Another man, aged 28, who was 
also in the car at the time and 
suffered minor injuries, went to 
Banbury Police Station to assist 
officers.

A HOARD of 1,146 silver coins found at Edge 
Hill, north of Banbury, are now on show at the 
town’s museum. The coins, found in a small 
pot in 2008, have been loaned by 
Warwickshire Museum Service to the free 
Castle Quay museum until December 10. The 
coins were buried more than 1,900 years ago 
when Britain was part of the Roman Empire 
and are the largest hoard of early Roman 
coins found in the region. The oldest coin 
dates back to 194BC and span 250 years. 


MOTORISTS are being 
warned to double-check their 
parking ticket is clearly on 
show after a change in 
council policy. 

From now on, Cherwell 
District Council will only 
cancel a parking fine once, if 
drivers unwittingly fail to 
display properly. 

Its new policy was agreed 
in a report by deputy leader 
George Reynolds, and came 
into force on October 6. 

There was no public 
consultation, but the report 
was given to all councillors 
and the council’s website was 
updated. 

Previously the council’s 
policy stated the council 
would cancel excess charge 
notices in exceptional 
circumstances if drivers 
could prove they bought a 
ticket.

Now the council has added 
a clause saying “and it is 
their first and only 
contravention”. 

Eagle-eyed resident Iain 
Belton spotted the policy 
change. 

Mr Belton said: “They have 
always claimed that they 
would only uphold an appeal 
if a valid ticket falls from a 
windscreen ‘on one occasion 
only’, although this was 
specifically against their own 
regulations, claiming the 
‘once only’ appeal was their 
‘interpretation’ of the rules. 

“This council knows they 
would very likely lose a court 
case on the matter and it 
appears now they have been 
legally advised to change the 
regulations.” 

Mr Reynolds said: “The 
council incurs 
significant costs 
processing excess 
charge notices 
when someone does 
not display their 
ticket. This change 
will have no 
relevance for the 
vast majority of 
car park users, it 
will affect only 
those whose lack of 
care forces the 
council to carry out 
needless admin 
work “

Schools

DOZENS of Oxfordshire 
schools look certain to close 
on Wednesday, November 30, 
after headteachers voted to 
strike. 

Members of the National 
Association of Head

headteachers. 

He said: “The NAHT is a 
fairly moderate union, and 
this would be the first strike 
action in living memory.” 

Mr Curtis said the 
teachers’ pension fund paid 
for itself and the 
Government’s changes 
amounted to a tax raid. It 
would put people off entering 
the profession, he said. 

Ballot figures have not 
been broken down in 
Oxfordshire and Mr Curtis 
said it was hard to predict 
how many schools would 
have to shut on November 30. 

The county councillor 
responsible for school 
improvement, Melinda Tilley, 
said the union members’ vote 
was “hugely disappointing”. 

She said: “It is frustrating 
for everybody when members 
of unions decide to take 
strike action rather than to 
engage in further discussion 
and negotiation.”

A planning application was

Northamptonshire Council 
for a stainless steel, tile or 
fibreglass roof. 

Churchwarden Bob 
Langton said: “We can’t 
afford to replace the roof 
with lead, but the church is 
so isolated we believe that if 
we did, thieves would only 
steal it again. 

“We have already had over 
£4,000 in donations from well- 
wishers, some from as far 
afield as Oxford and 
Gloucestershire, and also 
money raised from a harvest 
lunch held in the village.” 

“It is a tough task to raise 
the money in a small 
community such as ours but 
we are determined to put on 
a series of events to put our 
church back into a good 
shape as soon as we can. 


“Currently we have a blue 
plastic roof, which is just 
about keeping us dry.” 

The concert will be at 
7.30pm. A minimum donation 
of £5 can be made on the door 
or tickets are available from

Last month Thames Valley 
Police crime adviser Nick 
Gilbert warned that lives 
were at risk from metal 
thefts. Copper thieves have 
cut phone lines, leaving 
elderly people and those 
needing emergency services 
vulnerable. 

Oxfordshire metal thefts 
rose from 922 in 2009 to 1,174 
from January to September 
this year, as scrap metal 
values rocketed. 

County churches have been 
hit 41 times up to September, 
compared to 30 times in 2010 
and seven, 48, eight and none 
in the years from 2009 to 2006.

Surprise limitation by the Government enrages customers 


Solar power eclipsed 

by its deadline 


Ros Kent who is to have panels fitted just 
before the Feed-In Tariff deadline 


INSTALLERS are charging 
ahead to put solar panels on to 
Oxfordshire roofs in time to 
beat a surprise deadline 
imposed by the Government. 

Anyone failing to get their 
panels up and running by 
December 12 will see the cash 
they receive in return for 
generating electricity cut by 
more than half - from 43.3p per 
kilowatt hour to 21p. 

The sudden cut in the Feed-in 
Tariff has whipped up a storm 
of protest, with trade 
associations claiming up to half 
the jobs in the solar panel 
industry will be axed when the 
new rate starts, as order books 
dry up. 

Anyone missing the deadline 
will receive the lower tariff 
from April 2 next year. 

Howard Johns, managing 
director of Southern Solar, 
which employs 100 people 
nationwide and ten in its 
Oxfordshire office, said: “We

had a full order book until 
April. 

“Now a cloud of uncertainty 
has blown up, thanks to this 
knee-jerk action from the 
Government. Now, I cannot say 
what the future holds for jobs. 
Customers booked in for work 
after December 12 are livid - 
and rightly so.” 

The Renewable Energy 
Association and Solar Trade 
Association have surveyed 140 
companies, employing 4,055 
people, and discovered that 
1,715 job cuts are in the pipeline, 
with 56 per cent of companies 
saying they would be forced to 
reduce their workforces by half 
or more. 

One customer lucky enough 
to beat the deadline was Ros 
Kent of Back Lane, Eynsham. 

Installing company Joju is 
scheduled to put £7,000 worth of 


panels on her roof before the 
end of the month. 

She said: “My panels are due 
to go up on November 23.1 feel 
almost guilty about getting in 
just before the deadline because 
I know there are others who 
will miss the boat.” 

Operations director of Joju, 
Phil Michaels, said: “The cut in 
the tariff has led to solar 
companies working hard to get 
as many installations as 
possible completed before the 
deadline. We believe the cuts 
were much greater than 
necessary and are likely to do 
real harm to the industry.” 

Ms Kent added: “The 
Government should not move 
the goalposts. On the other 
hand, I do see that since the 
whole scheme is funded by a 
charge on everyone who pays 
utility bills, I don’t want to see 
more people forced into fuel 
poverty. My prime interest is 
the battle on climate change.”

Lack of 
nurses 
hits bed 
blocking 

RECRUITMENT problems are 
behind a spike in bed-blocking 
figures, it has been claimed. 

Oxfordshire was the worst 
place in England for bed 
blocking last month, according 
to figures from the Government’s 
Department of Health. 

A one-day snapshot of so- 
called “delayed transfers of 
care”, from hospitals to 
community care, showed 163 
patients were stuck on wards 
after they were declared fit to 
leave - up from 152 in August. 

Dr Stephen Richards, the GP 
chairman of Acceptable Care for 
Everyone — a new group set up 
to tackle the problem — said 
they were struggling to fill some 
50 community nursing posts. 

He said: “It is still taking too 
long. 

“There is no doubt about that. 
We have recruitment issues. 

“We cannot get the people to 
do the hands-on care, whether it 
is in the home or indeed in the 
community hospitals.” 

Last week Dr Stephens 
warned the county’s bed 
blocking figures would get worse 
before they got better, because 
they were being properly 
calculated for the first time.

T he Infiniti badge sits on 
some of the most dis¬ 
tinctive, powerful and 
luxurious cars in the 
world — and the chances are you 
might never have heard of it.

The 3.0-litre V6 
pumps out 235 horsepower, and 
combined with an all-wheel- 
drive system and a seven-speed 
automatic transmission can 
scamper from 0-62 mph in 7.9 
seconds. 

More importantly it also guar¬ 
antees both effortless overtak¬ 
ing and economical cruising. 

Riding on 18-inch, eight-spoke 
light alloy wheels, the sports 
coupe-inspired sports utility 
vehicle is the second Infiniti to 
be powered by diesel. 

It inherits the same engine as 
that used in its big brother, the 
FX30d, and was developed to 
deliver better fuel consumption 
and lower carbon emissions 
than the brand’s petrol V6. 

Smooth, responsive and lag- 
free, the V6 diesel has even been 
tuned to sound like a petrol V6 
engine. 

Executive express perform¬ 
ance is backed up by a truly lav¬ 
ish interior, blending black lac¬ 
quer and brushed aluminium 
trim, full leather and subtle 


chrome highlights, with a classy 
analogue Infiniti clock. 

Dual zone climate control is 
fitted with rear air conditioning 
vents, illuminated vanity mir¬ 
rors and powered, up and down, 
folding rear seat back rest. 

Safety systems are, as you 
would expect in a top-end vehi¬ 
cle, first rate with six airbags, 
active front headrests and auto¬ 
matic sensors for both lights and 
wipers, along with xenon follow- 
the-road headlights which are 
fitted with washers.

Scrap gold is expected to be 
a popular category this week 
due to soaring gold prices. Tish 
McCutcheon, a recent customer 
from Altrincham, who we spoke 
to, attended a recent event and 
walked away with £412.87 from a 
little jewellery box with unwanted 
and broken jewellery, said "This is 
great, I had expected maybe £150 
but to get over £400 for jewellery 
I never wear or was broken is 
amazing" 

Other types of items Roadshow 
experts hope to see include old 
toys and train sets. Archie Davis, 
roadshow toy expert spoke about 
some of the top toys getting 
great offers.
